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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 6-17, 23-34, 40-51, 57-68, 74-83, 87-94, 98-105, and 109-116 are subject to 
examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/17/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Therefore, rejection of the claims is maintained. 

The cancellation of claims 1-5, 18-22, 35-39, 52-56, 69-73, 84-86, 95-97, and 106-108 
that were rejected under prior arts of the office action dated 4/1/2008 is acknowledged. 

The amendments to the claims to overcome 35 U.S.C. 1 12 and 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections 
that do not alter the scope of the invention are acknowledged. 

Regarding the applicant's concern, the cited references fail to disclose or suggest a mail- 
address recording table including a mail-address of a user, a mail-address of a mail-receiver, and 
an interim address in a set; the examiner respectfully disagrees. The relied upon disclosure and 
the teachings of the cited references are not limited as concluded by the applicant. The cited 
reference discloses the broadly claimed limitations, i.e., please see the cited portions among 
other places of the cited art that not only contain the applicant concerned content of the art but 
also the relied upon limitations. The specification of the application under prosecution at page 
36, states, While the present invention has been described in connection with certain preferred 
embodiments, it is to be understood that the subject matter encompassed by way of the present 
invention is not to be limited to those specific embodiments. On the contrary, it is intended for 
the subject matter of the invention to include all alternatives, modifications and equivalents as 
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can be included within the spirit and scope of the following claims. Further, when reviewing a 
reference the applicants should remember that not only the specific teachings of a reference but 
also reasonable inferences which the artisan would have logically drawn therefrom may be 
properly evaluated in formulating a rejection. In re Preda, 401 F. 2d 825, 159 USPQ 342 
(CCPA 1968) and In re Shepard, 319 F. 2d 194, 138 USPQ 148 (CCPA 1963). Skill in the art 
is presumed. In re Sovish, 769 F. 2d 738, 226 USPQ 771 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Every reference 
relies to some extent on knowledge of persons skilled in the art to complement that which is 
disclosed therein. In re Bode, 550 F. 2d 656, 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA 1977). 

Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment to the title of this application under examination, dated 6/17/2008, is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wittke et al., 2004/0059705, as per office action, paper 
dated 4/1/2008. 

7. Claims 6-17, 23-34, 40-51, 57-68, 74-83, 87-94, 98-105, and 109-1 16 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hall, 2004/0205173, as per office action, paper dated 
4/1/2008. 

8. Claims 6-17, 23-34, 40-51, 57-68, 74-83, 87-94, 98-105, and 109-1 16 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kageyama, 2003/0120656, as per office action, paper 
dated 4/1/2008.
